government ta constituted. 
The new cabinet, first under the 
constitution of France's Fourth Re­ 
public, planned to go to work to­ 
morrow on a new budget for the 
first three months of 1947. 
The Communist Party and the 
Centertat MRP—the two strongest 
political factions in France—com­ 
bined in the grand compromise 
which gave approval to the govern­ 
ment composed entirely of Social­ 
ists, the third ranking party which 
has lees than IOO members in the 
600-odd-member assembly. 
Before the vote. Blum was warm­ 
ly applauded by the assembly dur­ 
ing a speech in which he prorate 
that his government would "keep 
our friendships carefully" with oth­ 
er nations.

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 17 (A>) — 
Senior Vandenberg (R-Mich), who 
ta expected to head the important 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee in the new Congress, today 
pledged his continued support to 
Secretary of State Byrnes in main­ 
taining united postwar foreign poli­ 
cies. 
Returning to capitol Hill after the 
long, historic world parleys in New 
York where he was a Byrnes ad­ 
viser, Vandenberg declared the Sec­ 
retary of State "has made a superb 
record in the face of tremendous 
obstacles*’ and has "accomplished 
Incalculably 
valuable 
results for 
America and for a safer, happier 
world.** 
From Byrnes himself came praise 
for the work of the United Nations 
assembly and Big

Foreign 
Ministers 
as 
having 
furnished 
reason for happiness, rejoicing and 
optimism. 
Shares Optimism 
The meetings,

Revamped Home 
Program Receives 
Go-Ahead Signal 


Liberalized Permit System 
For New Homes Ef­ 
fective Dec. 24 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 17 (A*) —The 
administration’s revamped housing 
program got the go-ahead signal to­ 
day with an order putting into effect 
December 34 the liberalized permit 
system allowing construction of new 
homes without priorities. 
At the same time. Housing Ex­ 
pediter Frank Creedon and the 
Civilian Production Administration 
announced that all regulations of 
both CPA and the National Housing 
Agency "are being reviewed in the 
light of the new housing program 
and some amendments may soon be 
made in conformance with the Pres­ 
ident’s announced policy" 
The new program announced by 
the President removes the 810.000 
sales ceiling and allows an adjust­ 
ment of the 880 monthly rental ceil­ 
ing for new houses. In addition, the 
program allows an increase in non­ 
housing 
construction 
which had 
been held at about 835.000.000 per 
week. Some official predicted this 
increase may be as much as 40 
per cent. 
In pointing out that the permit 
system for new residential con­ 
struction will end the necessity for 
priorities on December 34, NHA and 
CPA emphasised that residential 
building cannot be started without 
a government permit.

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Truman Beating GOF To Gun 
In Tossing Away Controls 


It would appear th at President Truman has put 
the veterans’ housing program on a more sensible 
basis, and by his action may clear the way for longer, 
laster steps toward solving an urgent and distressing 
problem. 
* 
A program set up by Wilson W yatt a year ago, 
while well-intended, failed to achieve the results hoped 
for. chiefly because it rested on a number of fallacies. 
It invited and practically compelled homeseeking vet­ 
erans to build houses at highly inflated coats—unsatis­ 
factory houses at that, in many cases, since they had 
to be built of green lumber and substitute materials. 
The program, as changed by Mr Truman, fits in 
more nearly with the economic facts of life. 
It now 
permits non-veterans, instead of veterans only, to 
build houses for their own year-round occupancy. 
Many non-veterans are better able than most veterans 
to assume the costs and risks of building under present 
conditions. 
And when a non-veteran moves into a 
new home he vacates an old one. relieving the housing 
shortage Just as much as if a veteran had built and 
occupied a new home. 
Under the Truman program, the $10,000 sales- 
price ceiling on new housing units is abolished, and 
only enough restrictions to prevent use of materials 
and labor on large “luxury" houses are retained. The 
fiat $80-a-month rental ceiling on new housing units 
Is relaxed to the extent th at builders of houses and 
ap artm en ts may rent their units at prices averaging 
not more than $80. 
As families th at can afford to 
rent more expensive homes than those heretofore 
permitted begin to get them, their moving will make 
lower-rent homes available to other families. 
Main emphasis in 1947, the President says, will 
be on rental housing, which is probably good news, 
because there is plenty of evidence th at a majority 
of the veterans want to rent homes, not to build them, 
and the promised Government assistance to new 
rental projects is along the sensible line. 
Other phases of the revamped program also seem 
sound. 
Aid and encouragement are offered to tech­ 
nical research in housing methods, to reduction of 
building costs, to mass-productlon and prefabrication 
of homes, to efforts to increase the supply of building 
manpower. 
One great need, we believe, Is to free 
home-building of restraints, whether imposed by in­ 
dustry or unions, th a t prevent the m oat efficient and 
economical use of available materials and labor. 
There is room for a great deal of progress, but we 
think the action taken by Mr. Truman was forced on 
him by the protest vote against controls of arefy kind 
registered in the November election. 
His move, it 
would appear certain, is one to win back, lf he can, 
political support from a nation weary of restrictions 
before the Republican Party gets the opportunity in 
the next Congress to do what it promised—throw 
controls out the window.

Dubious 
'Denazification' 
By Court In Germany 
A German denazification court in Hamburg the 
other day pronounced Max Schmeling, a. former world 
heavyweight champion, "free of Nazi taint.” 
Many 
Americans, some of them in high places, have been re­ 
lying on these German-manned special courts to pun­ 
ish such minor Nazis as might escape Allied trial. The 
generous fate of der Max may indicate th at th at faith 
was rather naive. 
In the "good" old days of the middle ’80’s, when 
Adolf Hitler was preparing a mighty military machine 
for World War II and Max 8chmeling was punching 
his way into the hearts of his countrymen on recur­ 
rent American tours, there was little doubt indeed as 
to Schmeling’s political philosophy. 
The man from 
the Black Forest was as devoted a follower as der 
Fuehrer could have asked, a perfect (and articulate! 
physical specimen of Aryan superiority. 
Of course. Max may have changed in the inter­ 
vening decade. It seems highly improbable, however, 
for throughout the European war Herr Goebbels saw 
f t from time to time to exhort German war-workers 
to greater achievement by releasing lyric accounts of 
the battlefield exploits and of the beloved Max. 
Any religion Max 8chmeling has acquired he 
probably got after the Allies exploded Hitler’s Third 
Reich. 
For, as a well-known sports writer used to 
say. Schmeling was as Nazi as the Wilhelmstrasse.

OBESITY PATTERNS 
E 


ATING, one of life’s genuine 
delights, is open to practically 
every one so long as edibles 
are obtainable. We are sup­ 
posed to consume only enough to 
satisfy hunger but many are prone 
to outdo the body’s demands. As 
a result, blubber is amassed. 
Food represents energy or heat 
and as such is utlizied by the sys­ 
tem to maintain daily activities. The 
excess is stored. In children, much 
of the sustenance is used for growth 
but, after this period, should the in ­ 
ta k e s u rp a s s th e re q u ire m e n ts to r 
a long time, obesity is inevitable. 
Altho overindulgence at the table 
is responsible for 95 per cent of the 
cases, there are other factors. If 
digestion is not normal, more cal­ 
ories can be ingested without pick­ 
ing up an ounce. In certain illnesses, 
lack of absorption is present and, 
unless an adequate diet la supplied 
a loss can be anticipated. 


Heredity must be considered. If 
both parents are heavy, the child 
stands a 72 per cent chance of 
following suit. When only one par­ 
ent is chubby, the percentage drops 
to 40. In the offspring of lean par­ 
ents there is only a nine per cent 
possibility. Inheritance should not 
be blamed, however, unless it is cer­ 
tain that the portly person is eating 
lightly as he says. But the question 
Is still debatable whether stoutness 
is passed from one generation to 
another. It is more likely that good 
appetites and cooking aecrets have 
been handed down. 
Glands, too, play a role, for when 
they 
are 
deranged, 
increase 
in 
weight is not uncommon even tho 
dietary habits remain unchanged. 
If the thyroid is sluggish, less heat 
la produced so that fewer calories 
are burned abd more stored. A gen­ 
eral slowing of all the body proc­ 
esses ensues and when the routine 
menus are continued, added pound­ 
age is only natural. The adipose tis­ 
sue frequently takes on a typical 
pattern, with noticeable deposits on 
the back, buttocks, and breasts, 
making the arms and legs appear 
shortened. Other signs of diminish­ 
ed thyroid secretion include dry 
skin and scanty, coarse hair. A me­ 
tabolism test will confirm the diag­ 
nosis and thyroid extract plus a 
reducing diet will rectify the sit­ 
uation. 
When the adrenals are involved, 
particularly by tumor formation, fat 
accumulates about the face, neck, 
shoulders, and upper chest. This 
distribution is sometimes referred 
to as 
the 
"humpty-dumpty" or 
"buffalo” type and la usually asso­ 
ciated with abnormal sexual de­ 
velopment. The abdomen bulges be­ 
cause the muscles are weak. 
Disturbances in the reproductive 
glands are likewise capable of cous­ 
ing weight changes. Lack of pitu­ 
itary secretion induces excess bag­ 
gage on the hips and thruout the 
• abdomen In the regions normally 
covered by a girdle. The lower 
back, legs, arms, and shoulders are 
likely to escape; the abdomen often 
portrudes in an apron fashion. 


Whether the obesity seen in dia­ 
betics is cause or effect baa not been 
established but a marked gain Is 
noted in 40 per cent prior to the 
onset of symptoms. It is possible 
that the increased flesh exalts a 
greater demand on the pancreas, 
which leads ultimately to diabetes. 
Even tho the majority of cor­ 
pulent patients satisfy some emo­ 
tional craving by eating, the gland­ 
ular aspect must not be neglected 
and demands additional study. In 
the small percentage in which there 
is an endocrine origin, much can 
be done with specific treatment.

Bot Kelly Insisted Re- 
se endscsc the check over to 
hi— for the scanty committee. 


Knowing that he could not afford 
to buck the Kelly machine Just be­ 
fore the election. Resa endorsed the 
check and left It on Kelly’s desk. 
He later lost his House seat—by * 
very slim margin.

The ri— in the popularity 
curve of the President since he 
tackled Lewis and the miners’ strike 
with a bold hand is regarded as 
confirmation of the theory that the 
only thing bothering the iieople was 
the abuse of economic power bv cer­ 
tain labor leaders inasmuch as war­ 
time controls are already being re­ 
laxed in large part. 
Mr. Truman is represented a* 
ready to carry on with his strong 
attitude toward labor excesses. This 
delights the conservatives among 
the 
Democrats who are getting 


ready to revive party solidarity tn 
Congress and pre>ent* a united front 
if the leader in the White House 
abandons his alliances with the 
PAC and other left-wing groups. 
The Republicans, on the other 
hand, feel confident that the peak 
of their strength way not reached 
in the November 1946 election and 
that the tide will rise even higher 
by 1948. This is not based on the 
idea that Republican achie\emenu 
in the legislative field will alone 
increase Republican popularity but 
on the theory that the revelations 
of the next two years through con­ 
gressional investigations will expose 
a chapter of unparalleled degrada­ 
tion in the use of public funds and 
public power.

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John Lewis bet 862,000,000 of his 
miners’ lost wages that he could 
browbeat the people of the United 
States and the President of the 
United States. He lost. 
Let us look at that figure from 
the standpoint of the overage miner 
In the 17 days of the strike he lost 
$178 in wages. In the strike Inst 
spring, which lasted 59 days, he 
lost 9400. Total for the year, $57$, 
After crediting this account with 
the benefits of last spring’s set­ 
tlement. the average miner to be­ 
hind the 8-ball this year, on ac­ 
count of strikes, to the tune of 
$414. 
If there are no more wages in­ 
creases and if he has steady work it 
will be some time in March, 1948. 
before the average miner regains 
what the strikes have cost him. 
Then there are the 300,000 steel, 
railroad and others workers whom 
this last strike threw out of Jobs.

these last seventeen short days, we 
lost 25,000,000 tons of coal and 
enough steel to make 600.000 auto­ 
mobiles. 
Before we become too sanguine 
of settling the affairs of the wot Id 
we ought to set a better example 
here at home than this coal strike 
has been. The same applies lo the 
railroad strike last spring and the 
martime strike this fall. 
Strikes as a means of improving 
tile conditions of working men have 
become obsolete—at least in the 
basic industries. They cost too much. 
It serves the profession of be rig 
a labor leader to get union mem­ 
bers and the public to believe that 
if it were not for them the work­ 
ers would make no gains. But the 
gain comes hot so much from the 
way the pie is sliced, as from mak­ 
ing Mgger pies to provide Mgger 
slices. 
No nation has yet consumed more 
than it has produced. 
Many things are advertised as 
“labor gains” which are nothing of 
the sort A strike that gets an in­ 
crease for the strikers generally 
makes costs that must be added to 
the price of goods sold, and so comes 
out of the pockets of consumers, 
which includes workers in other fac­ 
tories and mines. It amounts to a 
forced transfer of money from one 
pocket to another. The coal miner* 
may get more pay. but the automo­ 
bile worker pays more for coal. So, 
who profits from these huge strikes? 
The forced transfer of money is 
completely true when there is no 
Increase in the productivity of the 
workers who may have "won" a 
strike. In that case his "gain” is 
another man’s loss.
